Chinese Reds Shift Forces to 
Meet Growing Allied Assaults

U. S. EIGHTH ARMY HEADQUARTERS, Korea—(AP)—Chi- 


nese Reds, shifted to crucial fronts, today fought fierce hand-to-hand 
battles with attacking American troops on western and eastern fronts. 


U. S. First division cavalrymen hacked out gains of more than a 


mile near Yonchon on the western front. 


Chinese, thrown into action on 


the eastern front for the first time 
in five months, checked U.S. Sec- 
ond division attacks on peaks near 
bloody Heartbreak Ridge. 


The Chinese shifted east to halt 


the Allies who have gained up to 
15 miles there since the Reds 
broke off cease-fire talks Aug. 23. 


80,000 Casualties 


Since they broke off negotia- 


tions the Reds have suffered near- 
ly 80.000 casualties, by U.S. army 
estimates, and lost nearly 250 
square miles of territory. 


Returning U.N. pilots reported 


they killed or wounded more than 
400 Reds Monday—the heaviest 
toll they have taken in months. 


An army communique reported 


attacking Allied forces in the east- 
ern ridges were held to gains of a 
few hundred yards—or none at all. 


Elsewhere along the front no 


significant action waa reported in 
an early afternoon 
communique 


issued by the U.S. Eighth army. 


Th« navy announced in Tokyo 


the U.S. destroyer Ernest G. Small 
hit a Communist mine Sunday 
night off the east coast of Korea. 


Eight Sailors Die 


The explosion killed sight Amer- 


ican sailors and injured 1% the 
navy said. In Washington the navy 
had reported nine dead, 18 injured. 


The destroyer ran into the mine 


while dueling Communist shore 
batteries at Hungnam, 130 miles 
north of the 38th parallel. 


Another American vessel, the 


minesweeper Firecrest, was hit by 
Red shore guns at Hungnam Fri- 
day, the navy said, but no one waj 
injured. 


The Small and the Firecrest 


were with the battleship New 
Jersey and other U.S. warships 
which opened an attack on Hung- 
nam Thursday—the first bombard- 
ment of that port since American 
doughboys and marines pulled out 
of the area last December.

Catching on Fast 
In Mid-West States 


Ear corn sitage is catching on 


fast in the Middle West, repoits 
Capper's Farmer. Cattle feedeis 
in the corn belt states find they 
like to feed ensiled gram, cattle 
eat the whole-gram silage readily, 
and the new fee& proves equally 
good for both steers, and dairy 
cows. 


Some feeders chopped or ground 


ear corn into the silo to save soft 
corn or corn frosted in early dent 
stage, says the nationally-circu- 
lated 
farm 
magazine. 
Others 


cribbed soft corn in the fall, then 
put it into the silo in spring aftei 
the weather got too warm for it 
to keep in the crib. 


Several feeders use ear silage 


because it gets their pickers into 
the 
field 
early, 
before weak- 


shanked ears fall from the stalk. 
Corn for the silo can be picked m 
good weather while the lest of the 
ctop is curing in the field Other 
advantages are that feed comes 
out ot the silo as palatable and 
high m vitamins as new corn, and 
cattle eat more of it than of dry, 
hard grain, and the silage is ready 
to feed—no grinding is necessary 
when tractors are busy at field 
work. 


"When Corpstem Brothers, who 


teed 1,600 calves, first tested ear 
corn silage they had 15 silos on 
their faims in Jefferson county, 
Kansas. After using one batch of 
the new kind of feed, they put six 
big new silos for ear corn silage 
Each is 20 feet in diameter and 
52 feet high." 


In silos that are not air tight, 


gram silage needs to be packed 
tightly against walls It can be 
covered with low-quality roughage 
to prevent spoilage. Enough mois- 
ture should be added to insure the 
usual silage fermentation.

swine from necrotic ententis. 


Dr. G T. Woods, University 


of Illinois vetennanan, says faulty 
sanitation leaves an "open door" 
for necro in two ways: (1) be- 
cause so many geims are present, 
they may overwhelm the pigs' re- 
sistance, and (2) poor sanitation 
favois paiasites, which lower the 
pig's resistance. 


Poor rations and sudden changes 


in feeding also may lead to a 
necro outbreak. Other factors in- 
elude the presence of hog cholera 
virus, dampness, indigestion and 
shipping for long distances with- 
out proper rest and care. 


Several of the sulfa drugs are 


helpful m controlling necro, once 
it strikes. But, for best results, 
consult your vetennanan. 


You can largely avoid trouble 


from necro if you follow a sound 
farm sanitation program, provide 
proper feed and avoid buying 
feeder pigs with an unknown or 
questionable history.

Defeatist Attitude Reflects 
Sterility of Labor Party 


Dismal defeatism has fastened itself on the ruling Brit- 


ish Labor party. Meeting at Scarborough, England, in an 
annual conference which actually is a pre-election rally, 
party leaders had only this cheerless prospect to offer voters: 


"As bad as things are in Britain today, they were worse 


under the old Conservative government and will become so 
again if Labor loses the Oct. 25 election." 


What stirring campaign material that is! After six 


ahort years in power, the governing party presents itself to 
the electorate as merely the lesser of two evils. 


This mood of despair confirms the oft-heard report that 


Britain's Laborites have found the governing chore a gruel- 
ing, wearisome task, and that many would be only too happy 
to throw the burden to the Conservatives. 
*

* 


Such an attitude has a deeper significance than a sim- 


ple wish to let the Conservatives take the blame for bad 
times so the Laborites can pick up the ball again when things 
get better. 
It reveals the essential barrenness of the socialist philos- 


ophy of government. The Labor Party's commanding clique 
.is a group without hope. In barely more than half a decade, 
& party founded on idealistic concepts of cooperation and 
public ownership and human welfare has run out of steam. 


No sane person would suggest that any British govern- 


ment ruling in the postwar turmoil would not have had se- 
rious troubles. But the reign of the Laborites has laid bare a 
.fundamental weakness in their outlook on life. 


They do not speak the language of growth, of creation, 


of new things. They speak always of sharing the old, of 
restricting of preserving, what now exists. 


In a world ot more and more people, who seek with in- 


creasing energy to .gain for themselves more and more of 
the substance of life, British Labor's principles are no shin- 
Ing beacon into the future. 


Nor is there any more promise in the radical Bevan wing 


of the partyj now temporarily back in the fold for campaign 
purposes. Aneurin Bevan merely wants to de-emphasize re- 
armament so the party may get on with its faltering program 
of nationalizing industry and spreading existing production 
thinner. He would like this experiment conducted in purest 
isolation from troublesome world currents. 


Labor's leaders themselves are forecasting their defeat 


by a margin of from 30 to 110 seats in Parliament. In ac- 
knowledging the current trend of popular sentiment against 
them, they are conceding the gray futility of a political out- 
look that ignores the need for expansion, for progress to 
higher levels, for a buoyant climate of hope. 


'Useless' War? 


The status of the Korean truce talks still lies shrouded 


in the fog of unknown Communist purpose. But there is noth- 
ing unclear tabout the bloody fight that has raged for weeks 
on the slopes of "Heartbreak Ridge," key hill in North Korea. 


There American and French soldiers are fighting and 


dying as they have done throughout this shambles of a war. 
G. L's are exhibiting the tenacity and the hard competence 
that stamps U. S. forces in Korea as the mo*st professional 
army this country has ever fielded.

No one yet can foresee the final outcome. But this much 


is certain: While these men fight, holding their ground or 
inching forward, they deny to communism the longed-for 
fruits of aggression. 


Let it not be said, then, that any conflict which does this 


much is a "useless" war. And let no one at home in the United 
States, thousands of miles from the sound of shot and shell, 
complain that he is "tired of the Korean war."

To the men on Heartbreak Ridge, attitudes like this are 


frail support. Until they have gained their well-earned rest, 
it is unbecoming for any comfortably placed homebody to 
advertise his weariness over the whole affair.

Jacoby on Canasta 


No Rule to Follow for This Hand 


"You have never commented," 


writes a Denver fan, "on the 
practice of melding all but two of 
a group that you pick up in a big 
pack. For example, suppose you 
win a big discard pile that con- 
tains five kings and six queens. 
Our habit out here is to meld three 
of the kings and four of the 
queens. A pair is kept in the 
hand to guard against a freeze. 
What do you think of this kind of 
play?" 


It all depends on the size of the 


pack, the status of the opponents, 
and on whether you have five of 
a kind or six of a kind. One rea- 
son I have not commented on 
this before is that there is no 
simple rule to follow in this situa- 
tion. 


Suppose that the opponents have 


melded and that they already have 
a canasta. The danger of an im- 
mediate meld-out is very strong. 
It may be essential to meld nearly 
your entire hand. If your partner 
gets a turn, he may be able to 
complete an additional canasta or 
two. Neither of you can expect 
to get more than two or three 
turns at most. 


Suppose, to take the other ex- 


treme, that the opponents have 
not yet melded, that they need a 
count of 120 points, and that your 
side has most of the jokers and 
aces. It is obvious that the op- 
ponents are going to have diffi- 
culty making their initial meld. 
There is no need to worry about a 
fast meld out. In this situation 
you hold melds back. 


It is seldom possible to see your 


course quite so clearly as in the 
extreme examples we have just 


discussed. Usually the opponents 
have melded but have not yet 
made a canasta; and it may be 
hard to know how near to a meld- 
out either opponent happens to 
be. Here you must be guided by 
the way the opponents have been 
discarding and by your knowledge 
of those particular opponents and 
their playing habits. 


If you feel quite safe in holding^ 


back melds, it is often wise to put 
down nothing at all. Keeping a 
pair renders you safe against a 
squeeze provided you have a mul- 
titude of safe discards; keeping 
the entire group of five or six 
gives you both safety and also a 
large number of safe discards. 


If you feel midway between 


safety and danger, it is sound to 
put down three of a kind, how- 
ever, put down all six. Your part-'^ 
ner can complete the canasta if 
he has the seventh. If you put 
down only four and your partner 
adds one, you will feel foolish if 
the 
right-hand 
opponent 
then 


melds out before you can com- 
plete the canasta.

In answer, one can only 
say that the probabilities are he 
would not hurt his rupture any by

lifting, which would be harmful. 
On the other hand, with modern 
bathing clothes, he might feel 
rather conspicuous. 


Now this inquiry bring": 'up the 


question of rupture, or h»rma in 
general, to which men are more 
susceptible than women, though it 
can. occur in either sex. Essential- 
ly, a rupture is a weakening of 
the structures which are supposed 
to hold the organs in place, usual- 
ly trie abdominal organs.

The sim- 
plest is to wear a truss o- support 
which will keep the sa< and ab- 
dominal contents more < r less in 
place This rna\ nc rea.oo> ably sat- 
isfactory for a person \ho does 
not do heavy labor, though there 


is always gome danger that a sud- 
den strain will cause serious 
trouble. 
SURGERY IS BEST 


Surgery is the best treatment. 


By this means, the contents of 
the sac can be put back in place 
and a firm covering built up at the 
weak point so that the organs are 
kept where they belong. Hernia 
sometimes comes back after such 
operations, often because of the 
carelessness of the patient, but 
modern methods of operating have 
improved the technir so much that 
fewer and fewer recurrences de- 
velop. 


Some years ago the injection 


treatment was suggested for her- 
nia. The purpose of injection is to 
irritate the inside of the hernial 
sac so that a firm scar will form 
at the point where he hernia is 
bulging and force back the con- 
tents of the sac where it belongs. 


This method requires several 


treatments and carries some risk. 
Also the scar tissue formed is not 
always strong enough to bring 
permanent relief. Although the 
injection treatment still has some 
supporters, it is probably not used 
as much as it used to be and Is 
not as desirable as surgery in 
most cases.

eral inquiry into administration of 
the nation's tax collection busi 
ness. 


He resigned as St. Louis collec 


tor last April and his handling o: 
the office is nowjjnder investiga- 
tion by a St. Louis grand jury. 


Federal intelligence agents have 


testified that Finnegan or his fam 
ily received $6,183 from a St. 
Louis insurance firm specializing 
in selling insurance to firms am 
individuals in trouble with the col- 
lector's office. Finnegan said the 
money was legal fees. 


While there was considerable 


prestige in an appointment to be 
collector, Finnegan said he wasn't 
too much interested in' the J7.500 
-a-year salary. He was making a 
lot more than that practicing law, 
he added. 


As to the duties of his post, Fin- 


negan said he was not a tax ex- 
pert and regarded his duty aa 
chiefly "meeting any folks who 
came into my office." 


St. Louis collector of internal 


revenue, committee counsel Adrian 
W. Dewin told newsmen:

Acheson Aide Says No Top State 
Official Favored Chinese Reds 


WASHINGTON — (AP)—Dean 


Rusk, assistant secretary of state, 
was quoted as telling senators to- 
day he believes no top state de- 
partment official ever has advo- 
cated U.S. recognition of Red 
China. 


Senator Sparkman (D-Ala) said 


Rusk made the statement at a 
closed meeting of a senate foreign 
relations subcommittee which is 
considering President Truman's 
nomination of Ambassador Philip 
C. Jessup as a. United Nations 
delegate. 


The subcommittee called Rusk 


before it m an effort to reconcile a 
conflict between the sworn testi- 
mony of Jessup and Harold E. 
Stassen as to whether Jessup has 
favored recognition of me Chinese 
Communist regime. 


Asked whether Rusk had re- 


garded Jesup as a top state de- 
partment official, Sparkman re- 
plied: 


"Well, he (Jessup) is an ambas- 


sador at large." 


Stassen asserted under oath yes- 


terday that Jesup gave the sub- 
committee "false" testimony when 
he swore to the group earlier that 
the United States "has never con- 
sidered the recognition of Commu- 
nist China." 


Jessup also has sworn that he 


never has favored recognition. The 
ambassador has told the subcom- 
mittee that Stassen made errone- 


ous sworn statements regarding 
him-. 


In advance of today's session
